On the receipt of your enclosure of January 
17, relative to the selection of a national flower, I called 
together members of the staff and students who might be interested 
in this matter. The question was discussed from various points 
of view and a committee of three was appointed to determine the 
meaning of this movement, to enlist the counsels of a larger body 
of opinion, to collate a list of typical Canadian plants suitable 
for planting, and to call a further conference when the necessary 
data were in hand. 

Two meetings were called by this committee, 
the first on March 15, and the second on March 22, both of whic 
were well attended and at which definite conclusions were reached. 
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Professor R. B. Thomson, the chairman of the special committee and 
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of these various conferences, was delegated to report to you the 
resolutions and suggestions adopted.
